His mission was 
allegedly known only to SCHjELLENBEHO and was revealed to Source 
to only the extent necessary. RHEINBABEN wished to be given 
some position in the Oerman Consulate In Lausanne, but Source 
explained this was Impossible. Therefore, they arranged for 
occasional clandestine meetings between Geneva and Lausanne. 

On one of these occasions RHEINBABEN stated that he had established 
contact to the Soviets through a Rumanian Consul or General - 
Consul, presumably In Geneva. After several months RHEINBABEN 
and his wife were expelled from Switzerland.
